"The covenant would not bind the 


United States to' assist in putting 
down rebellion in any foreign coun- 
try" he asserted "nor would it limit 
the power of this country to recog- I 
nize the independence of any 'peo- 
ple who seek to secure freedom." 
He said Ireland's case was 
not 


heard at Versailles because itditf'tt't 
come within the jurisdiction. ofl"'the 
peace conference. 


Tho president's statement was in 


reply to a series of questions sent 
to him by the San Francisco Labor 
council. It is understood that with- 
in a few_<Viys he will reply similarly 
to questions put by other labor bod- 
ies regarding Shantung and . the 
representation of the JBritish Do- 
minions in the league assembly. Re- 
plying directly to a question as to 
his attitude toward self-determina- 
tion for Irelaid, Mr. Wilson

which it is declared that any mem- 
ber nation can call tho attention of

Early Plowing Hits 


Cutworm Losses 


Early fall plowing is recommend- 


ed by the economic entomology de- 
partment of the College of Agricul- 
ture as the best means of reducing 
losses from cutworms next • year. 
Grass land that is to be planted to 
some cultivated crop, next 
spring 


should, if possible, ba plowed .and 
harrowed early in .the fall to re- 
move the grass and weeds before 
the cutworm moth lays -Her eggs ai 
the dullteollored moth.on weeds arid 
grasses in late summer, and, early 
fall. 'The"young"'cutworm hatches 
from these eggs a. little later. Fields 
that were so badly infested that they 
were-allowed-to grow up to weeds 
this last season need the same treat-' 
ment as grass land. 


When early fall, plowing is im- 


practical, later plowing, as soon as 
possible after the eggs are laid, will 
destroy them and; also destroy the 
food for any worms'that may have 
hatched. Late fall and winter plow- 
ing will destroy many of the worms 
as they overwinter.

HAT HAS become of the much-heralded inyestigation which 
was to'be conducted by District Attorney A. C. Wolf e into 


the high cost of living? And by the way what has become of 
the second heralded living cost investigation by Governor Philipp 
which he proposed to have made through-the defunct county 
councils of defense? Where are all those eggs which Mr. Wolfe 
was going to have dumped onto the market to send the price of 
food down in a hurry? Where, 0! where, is that eleven cent 
sugar which.Mr. Wolfe talked so glibly about and which he 
promised the merchants of Madison could be easily obtained? 


The trouble with all this talk of investigation is that every 


;trai!l leads to the door of the profiteer. But in a great govern- 
ment like ours why should there be any halting because big 
business is in sight? Basil Manly, who served as joint,chairman 
of the National War Labor Board, has recently issued a state- 
>znent showing the tremendous profits mad* by the trusts anc 
'combinations of this country which deal in food products and 
necessities of life. 


Here are two examples taken from Mr. Manly's table: 
The American Hid* and Leather Company had an average 


pre-war profit of $334,198. In the year 1916 its net profits were 
$1,643,2*65; In 1917 its profits were $1,796,641, and in the year 
1918 the profits had risen to $2,408,199. Is there any better 
evidence needed why the price of shoes are high? The kick is 
not against the little merchants. Doubtless he is helpless. But 
the great combinations which control the hide and leather in- 
dustry of this country making such profits as these should be 
brought to.time and that in a hurry.. 


A second example: The Cuban-American Sugar Company 


^-had an average profit for the pre-war period of $409,988. In 


1916 its net profits were $8,235,122; in 1917 profits were $6,256,- 
080, and in 1918 $4,227,202. Talk about eleven cent sugar all 
you please! Not until the big sugar combinations of this coun- 
try are brought under control will we have cheaper sugar in this 
country.

All this brings us back to the original proposition. Why 


don't the forces of government in this country get busy? Why 
aren't the packers prosecuted? Why aren't the trusts and com- 
binations that operate in this state prosecuted? 


The attorney general of Wisconsin has limited power unless 


directed by the governor. A simple mandate from the governor 
to the attorney general to proceed would put every sinew of the 
state back of legal fight to force down these prices. The state 
can do little as compared with the federal government and in- 
stead of cheap talk, instead of braggadocio, District Attorney 
A. C. Wolfe should get busy. Mr. Wolfe has law and plenty of 
it at his command to jimmy the doors of the penitentiary open 
for this class of profiteers whose greed for wealth has forced 
the cost of living skyward. 


MAKING THE RAILROADS SAFE

HERE HAS been lots of cheap talk about the failure of gov- 
ernment control of railroads. The henchmen of big boa- 


ness on the street londly caHs to the crowd to show examples of 
Improved conditions under government control. 


Safety bulletin No. 6 has justfcome to the desk of the editor 


and it shows that during the first five months of 1919, 867 fewer 
.person* were killed and 16,677 fewer were seriously injured in 
railroad accidents than during a corresponding period last year. 
What does this mean? It means that instead of rolling up big 
dividends for railroad magnates that an effort is being made, by 
the government to force down this maiming of life and limb.: 
A. F. Duffy, manager of the safety department has moved a 
campaign against railroad accidents in an orderly way., A few 
weeks ago the impetus of this campaign was felt in Wisconsin 
and week after week the public press contained statements show- 
Ing fewer raikoad accidents than ever before.

of Tomah Indian School ,

The Tomah government Indian 


school, one mile north of Tomah, has 
every appearance of a miniature 
village. It is an independent colony 
of people from' the red and white 
races, who . labor together for the 
benefit of the less educated, the red. 
This school is the largest and best 
equipped Indian school in Wiscon- 
sin. It is the only non-reservation 
school- in the state. 
.Wisconsin's 


reservation day'or boarding schools 
are on Lac du Flambeau, Hayward, 
Oneida and Keshena reservations. 


Pupils attending the Tomah schpol 


are from various Indian tribes,-but 
are .mostly Winnebagoes, Menome- 
nies, Stockbridge, ' Sioux, Sac and 


x, Pottawatomies and Cherokees. 


They come largely, from Wisconsin, 
Michigan an<l Minnesota. In 1891 
;he. government 
choose Tomah as 


.he most acceptable "location 
for 


Wisconsin's non-reservation school. 
The'rcity gave a'200-acre farm-as a 
site. 
This has been-enlarged by 


jurchase 
until it comprises 400

:nt superintendent, L. M. Cotripton, 
was transferred from Montana in 
1897.

visit the school marvel at the per- | 


feet vocational system: It is mod- 
eled after the Belgian system. The 
Indian boy or girl comes -directly 
from the reservation to the school 
and may enter the kindergarten and 
graduate from eighth grade, prepar- 
ed for. high school.

The great work of the'.school is 


to give the Indian pupils vocational, 
guidance, 
helping them to,choose 


the trade'for which they are best 
suited, so/that if necessary the pupils 
may \ earn -their living. The boys 
have a choice of agriculture, dairy- 
ing, carpentry, poultry raising, gar- 
•dening, stock raising and judging, 
blacksmithing,- drafting,, masonry, 
printing, harness and shoe repairing. 


The following courses are open to 


girls: Cooking, dressmaking; die- 
titics, sewing, housekeeping, dairy- 
ing,4marketing, home nursing, sani-
